III. 
LAWS CREATING TITHE PROPERTY. 


As in the Western Empire, so in England, the 
first authority for the payment of tithes was 
exclusively ecclesiastical—and as there, so here, 
that authority was or rejected by 
every individual according as his conscience 
receive or repudiate the doctrine, revere 
or the laws, of the Church. The devouter 

no doubt, listened to exhortations on this 
h aud offered their tithes where they were 
believed to be due—the yet unchristianised, the 
irreligious, and the careless, took no notice 
either of ecclesiastical constitutions, nor of 
Church censures, and either wholly omitted, or 
very partially observed, the obligation thus 
enforced upon their consciences. e shall not, 
therefore, trouble our readers with the earliest 
Canons promulgated on this head in this country. 
Indeed, they were very few, prior to the 
establishment of the tithe system by State 
authority, or, at any rate, very few have come 
down to us. The Canon attributed to Egbert, 
Archbishop of York, and brother of bert, 
King of Northumberland, dating about the 
middle of the eighth century, and the Decree of 
the General Council held for the whole Kingdom 
at Calchuth (wherever that may have ) 
4.D. 787, are the only proofs of the action of 
exclusively ecclesiastical authority in this matter

suaded, after fair discussion, to assent to.

General Fanti, Commander-in-Chief of the army

Neirnep the Christian Evidences nor the cele- 

brated work of Paley, will be the subject 

of this notice: we have only to do with the 

Annotations on Paley by the venerable Arch- 

bishop of Dublin. is is the third work of a 

great author, that Dr. Whateley has given to the 

world with his own Annotations, His acute and 
sagacious mind found in the Assays of Lord 

Bacon, material particularly suited to the dis- 

play of its ers. In the region of scientific 

morals he showed less command, and was want- 
ing somewhat both in certainty and in fineness 
of tion: though much was added to his 
edition of Paley’s Moral Philosophy, that was 
important to the useful perusal of his author by 
students, even if nothing particularly valuable 
was contributed to the subject itself, The selec 
tion of the same author's Xvidences might almost 
have been icted, if the Archbishop should 
remain in annotating mood. He has made 
the — 4 pecullarty his own; and has a mind 
marked by strong general resemblance to 
eon pe and, for both these reasons, an anno- 
tated edition of Paley’s chief work might be ex- 
pected to be one of his happiest and most effective 
performances. 

It will not be disputed by any fair-apirited 
reader, that Dr. ateley has here written 

„ Annotations” worthy of himself, aud of Paley ; 

—that he moves through the subject with an 

ease, and confidence, and strength, betokening 

familiarity and conscious mastery ;—or, that he 
has admirably put the finishing stroke to those 
special of the defences of revealed religion, 
to which, years , he devoted his calm and 
wise mind, in the Introductory Lessons on Chris- 

‘tian Evidences.’ But we cannot think that this 

work is exactly and fully what an annotated 

Paley should be. Notwithstanding that some- 

thing is done for the direction of Paley's argu- 

ment against forms of infidelity that have arisen 
since his time; and notwithstanding the suit- 
ableneas and great worth of the observations 

(—amounting sometimes to a tolerably full treat- 

ment of some special point,) with which Paley 

is supplemented ; there might have been a better 
selection of topics for remark, and a much more 
useful kind of annotation, with reference particu- 
larly to the assaults of recent unbelief, and to 
the changed aspects of many points of the con- 
troversy. We have come tfully to the con- 
clusion, after reading every line the Archbishop 
has added to the Archdeacon, that, however good 
and delightful the book may be, far less is done 
than the work of 2 117 ible of, or the 
subject demands. hat is here, we highly 
value: we only t that the annotation is not 
more thorough and complete. Dr. Whateley, in 
each of the annotated volumes we have referred 
to, has permitted himself a — Ar 
tion hi f; both in passages from his 
former wore atl in the reproduction of the 
substance of what he has written elsewhere. In 
the t work this repetition was absolutely 
unavoidable: but it goes so far as to leave an 
im on that there is scarcely anything origi- 
or new ;—which is not the case. Perh it 
is only those who have an intimate knowledge of 
the Archbishop's writings, and have had their 

‘whole habit of thought influenced by them, or 

have made much of their contents a part of their 

settled opinion, who will feel this repetition ; 
and his clear thoughts and solid reasonings will 
bear reproduction and redistribution for new 
readers, It is who owe most to Dr. 

Whateley who are in the most unfavourable 

position for judging him as an annotator of the
